Why They Change From Week to Week

SUPPLIES SEASONS SITUATION TO SELL 


The independent daily decisions of hundreds of thousands of producers govern 
where, when and how many head of livestock will be sold for slaughter each 
day. Feed supplies, weather, seasons, and how the market looks to a particular 
stockman at a porticular time —these and other factors enter into each indi- 
vidual decision. 


So naturally, the number of livestock slaughtered across the U.S. will vary from 
week to week, sometimes as much as 25 percent. This means that the amount 


of meat and by-products that must be sold also varies considerably from week 
to week. To induce retailers to purchase increased supplies, meat packers 
usually are compelled to sell meat at lower wholesale prices. Conversely, 
when livestock slaughter and available meat supplies decline, retailers and 


their customers may become aggressive buyers, even at higher prices in order 
ho obtain their meat requirements. In this way the changes in livestock prices are 
y the changes in what the packer can get for the meat and by-products.

Storage of meat is seasonal and the amount 
stored is very smoll in relation to the total amount 
of meat sold. Compared to total yearly produc 
tion, only about 2% of the beef, 3% of the lamb 
and 5% of the pork is held in frozen storage 
The little that is stored works to the benefit of 
both producers and consumers because it helps 
smooth out the seasonal differences of supply 
and the flow of meat to the homes of America. 











Together_the forces of supply and demand 
govern prices of livestock and meat

A lot of big and little things influence those decisions and 
cause livestock prices to go up and down. But the main 
things to remember are these: (a) like water, prices seek 
a level; and (b) it is the pull of demand and the push of

The biggest factor in demand is BUYING POWER. When employment and 
wages are high, the dollar-demand for meat is good; with unemployment and 
low wages, dollar-demand for meat falls off. On the average, housewives 
spend for meat about 5% to 6% of the national disposable income. 


When meot supplies increase, several things may happen. Retailers then may 
buy more than their average requirements... provided they can buy at lower 
prices. Their customers do not automatically have more money to spend just 
because there's more meat to be sold. 


Experience has proved that it usually takes lower wholesale and retail prices 
to move more meat into the shopping bag. When retailers increase their 
purchases of meat, they know they have to price it attractively, and advertise 
that fact to stir up interest and to sell more meat to regular and new customers. 


Other factors which affect demand and influence prices include: religious 
beliefs, weather and seasons, competition of other foods, personal tastes and 
habits ... all these influence demand and cause livestock prices to change. 


By-Products 


Demand for by-products is also another 
important factor affecting livestock prices. 
By-products are sold by the packer-.oat the 
best price they will bring. And this is a big 
help in covering the costs of turning livestock 
into meat and distributing it. These by-product 
values are olways taken into account by the 
meat packer in buying livestock. By-product 
values, like meat, vary from day to day... 
so that is another factor which affects live- 
stock prices and causes them to change.

The dairy and food division of 
the Iowa department of agricul- 
ture says that you will not need 
a license to sell the chickens and 
eggs you produce on your own 
farm. But if you buy chickens 
and eggs from your neighbors to 
supply your customers, you will 
need to have a license. 

If you plan to make these sales 
a permanent part of your farm- 
ing operation, you will need a re- 
tail sales tax collectors permit. 
These permits can be obtained 
from the Iowa tax commission. 





Co-owners Of Series 
E Savings Bonds

bonds. The title to the bonds 
Was made to me or my wife 
as co-owners. When one of

O YOU make more money 

from early pullets? Most 
poultry specialists say you do. 
Yet about half the pullets on 
Iowa farms weren’t housed until 
October. 

What’s the reason? Pullet eggs 
have been cheap, and some poul- 
try men have left pullets on the 
range. Some pullet flocks have 
been sold. 

“When egg prices got down 
to 20 cents a dozen, we took all 
Our chickens to town and sold 
them. Can’t make money on eggs 
at that price,” said an Iowa coun- 
ty farmer. 

Are farmers housing pullets 
earlier this year than last year? 
In July, the Wallace-Homestead 
Poll asked farmers: “When do 
you plan to house your pullets 
this year? And when did you 
house your pullets last year? 
Answers are given in the follow- 
ing table: 


Month This year Last year 


July 41% 1.6% 
August 12% 9.3% 
Sept. 34.5% 31.8% 
October 49.4% 57.3% 


About five percent more pullets 
were housed in July and August 
this year than last year. Almost 
three percent more were housed 
in September. This leaves about 
eight percent fewer to be housed 
in October this year. 

The trend shows a slow change 
to earlier housing of pullets. “We 
plan to house our pullets, but it 
looks like a losing deal with the 
low prices we get for eggs and 
the high feed -cost. Especially 
when you have to sell your old 
hens for little or nothing,” said 
a Clay county farm wife. 

Hen prices were so low this 
summer that some poultrymen 
decided to keep their best layers. 
The Wallace-Homestead poll 
asked farmers “Do you plan to 
keep any of your yearling hens 
this year?” The table shows how 
farmers answered this question. 


1. Yes 40.6% 
2. No BAM 


The farmers who said they 





planned to keep hens were asked 
how many they planned to keep? 


1. All of them 514% 

2. Half of them 34.3% 

3. One-fourth 14.3% 
of them 


“We have to keep the old hens 
to try to help pay for the feed 
we give the pullets. And we can't 
afford to sell the hens for 10 
cents a pound when they are 
laying at 60 percent,” a Mitchell 
county poultryman said. 

This spring, farmers indicated 
they planned to buy more laying 
flock replacement chicks than 
a year ago. The Wallace-Home- 
stead Poll asked farmers: “How 
many pullets do you plan to 
house this year and how many 
did you house last year?”

Some poultry raisers indicated 
they were discouraged by pres- 
ent price prospects. 

“Chickens are more of a lia- 
bility than an asset with the low 
price of poultry and eggs”, said 
a Jones county farm wife. 

A Cherokee county farmer said 
“School kids could eat more eggs 
and poultry thru the school lunch 
program. Armed forces and wel- 
fare agencies could use more too 
if Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son would only buy them. It 
would help us over this critical 
period.” 

Secretary Benson has author- 
ity to support egg prices up to 
90 percent of parity. Egg price 
in Iowa on August 15 was only 
58 percent of national parity.

“We hadn’t paid much atten- 
tion to furnaces,” says Mr. Moli- 





tor. “Used to be, a furnace took 
up most of the space in a base- 
ment. But you can put these 
new furnaces about anywhere.” 

Now the Molitors have a new 
furnace setting in one corner of 
the old fruit’ cellar. Upstairs 
bedrooms are heated by pipes 
which go up thru a closet. 

Pipes don’t require nearly so 
much space as they did with old 
heating systems, Mr. Molitor 
points out. They’re smaller. And 
no insulation is required. Forced 
air heating makes the smaller 
pipes do the same job that bigger 
pipes used to do. 

To heat the house more uni- 
formly, the Molitors had heating 
vents installed around outer 
walls. Cold air intakes are im 
the center of the house. 

Smaller size makes it possible 
to place heating pipes under 
floors or in walls, Molitor points 
out.

Ridge planting promises to save soil, 


water and work. Here’s more about it. 


TOW they are planting rows 

of corn on ridges. Just the 

opposite of listing. 

Contour listing did a real soil 
saving job. But corn yields were 
often on the low side. And some- 
times small plants were drowned 
out. 

So now Iowa State College 
agricultural engineers are test- 
ing what they call “ridge farm- 
ing.” Early results look prom- 
ising. 

The ridges save the soil 
as well as furrows. And they 
give corn yields close to 
those from level planting. 

On hilly land, ridges need a 
slight grade. That lets water 
get away in case of extra heavy 
rains. Mostly, they slow down 
runoff and let more water .soak 
into the soil. 

William Conover, Marshall 
county, lowa, farm manager, 
tried ridge planting this year. 
Land varied from level to eight 
percent slope. Soil was run 
down—in poor shape to soak 
up water. 

But Conover says, “One week 
we had six inches of rain. An- 
other we had four inches. And 
once we got an inch and three- 
fourths in two hours. Over 90 
percent of the ridge planted field 
had no runoff. The rest lost just 
a little water. And that was 
mostly due to improper layout 
of ridges.” 

Then he adds, “Ridge planting 
helps get around two moisture 
problems in growing corn. 
Spring weather is often too wet. 
The ridges get the corn up into 
drier soil then. Second—July 
and August are usually too dry. 
The ridges save extra moisture 
for those dry periods.” 


Tests show that ridges are 
drier than level soil during the 
early spring. They are warmer, 
too. Tests on May 1 at 2:30 p.m. 
showed soil in ridges about six 
warmer than level soil. 
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30th samples were taken from 
the same depth below the sur- 
face. 

That adds up to earlier ge 
mination. You can expect corn to 
germinate a full day sooner, the 
tests show. 

Warmer soil means more soil 
nitrogen released for early plant 
growth. 

Plants on ridge rows get bj 
more of the early spring floods, 
too. Water can stand between 
the ridges while small plants 
are safe on top. 

Ridges let water get away only 
when rainfall has been quite 
heavy. And water that does get 
away moves slowly. It has more 
time to soak in as it moves along 
the grade. 


Ridge farming has other 
advantages, too. Less tractor 
power is needed. Only a 
third of the land is actually 
plowed. (See the ,picture 
above.) 

A 14-inch furrow slice covers 
about 28 inches of unpjowed soil 
to make.a ridge. Then once over 
with a disk-type cultivator, and

1. Livestock program. You 
must be able to use the extra for- 
age produced by _ renovation. 
Otherwise, why grow it? 

2. Prices. Price of the extra 
livestock you produce must be 
high enough to pay the cost of re- 
novation and leave some profit. 


3. Pasture rental rates. In some 
cases, you can rent extra pasture 
cheaper than you can renovate. 

4. Your own financial position. 
Maybe the money needed for paé- 
ture renovation will give a great- 
er return if invested some place 
else. 

Tearing up old sod, liming, fer- 
tilizing and reseeding can push 
forage production way up. Often, 
two to three times above unim- 
proved pasture. 

But other advantages are 
almost as important. A legume 
in the mixture helps fill in that 
mid-summer slump when blue- 
grass “takes a rest.” Improved 
pastures are more drouth resist- 
nt, too. Just ask any farmer 
who has birdsfoot trefoil in his 
pasture mixture. 

Good pastures don’t “just hap- 
pen.”

What kind of a bull sires 
your dairy calves when you 
use semen from an artificial 
breeding association? Here's 
an explanation by Robert C. 
Fincham, extension dairy- 
man at Powa State College. 





4 peer, classes of bulls are 
used by artificial breeding 
associations. They are: (1) 
Proved bulls, (2) unproved bulls 
with daughters in production, 
(3) selected young bulls. 

No matter which of the classes 
of bulls semen comes from, the 
artificial breeding program serves 
its primary purpose. That is, it 
provides better bulls than most 
dairymen feel they can afford to 
own. 

\rtificial breeding associations 
rely heavily on proved bulls. But 
there aren’t enough proved bulls 
to meet the demand. A recent 
USDA report shows that only 37 
percent of the bulls in artificial 
breeding service last year were 
pro\ ed. 

Unproved bulls with daughters 
in production make up the next 
largest group of sires in artificial 
breeding service. Most of these 
bulls came from high-producing 
DHIA herds in which official test- 
ing and type classification pro- 
grams were followed. 

temainder of the bulls used by 
artificial breeding studs are care- 
fully selected young bulls—com- 
monly referred to as “analyzed” 
sires. These bulls usually have 
been sired by proved sires. And 
their dams usually are high-pro- 
ucing members of outstanding 
cow families.

repare garden 
or winter 


Fall garden jobs include clean-up, 
mulching, fertilizing and plowing 


Fall is no time for the 
home gardner to hang up 
his shovel and hoe. Ben 
Vance, extension horticul- 
turist at lowa State College, 
tells about some of the jobs 
that can profitably be done 
this fall. 


HE kind of a garden you have 

next year may depend on 
how theroly you do some of 
your fall garden chores. It isn’t 
time yet to hang your hoe in the 
tool shed. 

First, what do you intend to 
do with the tops of the annuals 
and perennials that should be re- 
moved after frost? Perhaps the 
best place is on the bonfire. 

Many are not good for the 
compost pile because the chances 
are some are infected with plant 
diseases that may cause trouble 
next season. Late this fall, after 
frost, take the dead tops out of 
the garden, and burn them. 

Many plant diseases and some 
insects are carried thru the win- 
ter on such refuse. Get rid of this 
old material. You'll save your- 
self some trouble next season. 

It won’t be long until the 
pleasant smell of burning leaves 
will be in the air. But you know 
that burning leaves from trees 
is a waste of good fertilizer. 

These leaves, if turned under 
in the vegetable or fiower garden, 
will add valuable organic mat- 
ter to the soil. Save them for 
next season by composting if you 
like, but don’t burn them. 

Every job that can be done in 
the fall will be one less that will 


‘need attention next spring. It’s 


a good idea to apply fertilizer to 
the vegetable garden and the 
area where you intend to grow 
annuals next year. 

In the vegetable garden, 
one of the complete ferti- 
lizers could be used. Ferti- 
lizers such as 6-10-4, 5-10-5, 
4-16-88 are readily available 
and easily applied. 

When you’re spading or plow- 
ing the garden this fall, apply 
about half the annual applica- 


tion, and turn it under. Next 
spring, just as you’re getting 
ready to put in the first planting, 
the other half of the fertilizer 
can be applied and worked in to 
a depth of two or three inches. 

You will probably find fall 
plowing of the vegetable garden 
an advantage too. Many gar- 
deners are able to plant a week or 
10 days earlier when the area is 
fall plowed. 

One of the very important jobs 
in late fall is the job of watering 
the perennials, roses, and shrubs. 
When plants go into the winter 
without plenty of moisture 
around their roots, the chances 
of winter injury are greatly in- 
creased. 

Evergreens, especially, should 
be soaked thoroly before the soil 
freezes. It’s very important with 
roses too, as well as many other 
plants. Get the hose out, and 
give the garden a deep water- 
ing unless Mother Nature fur- 
nishes plenty of rain in late fall. 

It’s a great temptation to 
start mulching for winter pro- 
tection: too early in the season. 
Plants are often smothered and 
killed by premature applications 
of the winter mulch. Wait until 
the soil is frozen to apply the 
mulch. Then don’t put it on too 
heavy. 

Another great temptation 
to many gardeners is to do 
considerable fall pruning. 
Most of this work should be 
delayed until late winter and 
early spring. 


Fruit trees, shade trees, and 
many summer blooming shrubs 
can be pruned just before growth 
starts next spring. Don’t prune 
the early blooming shrubs tho, 
until after they have bloomed. 
If these are pruned now, or even 
in early spring before growth 
starts, many of the flower buds 
will be removed. 

The growing season is about 
over in the midwest, but now you 
can see that there’s still plenty 
of work to do. Autumn is the 
time to start preparing for next 
year’s garden.

Farm Incomes 
Vary Widely 
Wide variation in farmers’ 
earnings is shown by records 
of 1,046 farmers. These men 
kept books in 1953 with the 

Iowa agricultural extension 

service. 

Management return for the 
highest 349 farms averaged §$8,- 
063. For the lowest 349 farms, 
there was no return for man- 
agement. This group actually 
showed an average minus per 
farm of $1,154. 

Resources for the two groups 
were about the same according to 
H. B. Howell of the extension 
service. More intensive produc- 
tion may have made the differ- 
ence between profits and losses. 

The high profit group averaged 
20 acres more in crop production 
than did the lower profit group. 
They had a higher percentage of 
land in corn. Corn yields were 
higher. And the high profit group 
raised more hogs than the low 
profit farmers. 

The top farms also showed bet- 
ter production all around. More 
pigs per litter, more eggs per 
hen, etc. 





To Protect Fall 
Plowed Land 


To the Editor: I want to 
plow rolling land this fall to 
save labor. How can I pro- 
tect the soil from washing?— 
E.B., Nodaway county, Mo. 
Terraces are the best protec- 

tion from washing. But if you 
don’t have them and must plow 
this fall to save labor next spring, 
then there are some other ways 
to hold water. 

You can plow in lands on the 
contour. The dead furrows and 
back furrows will help a little. 
And if the plow leaves slight 
ridges, these will also check run- 
off. Contour plowing will definite- 
ly reduce losses of water and soil. 

Fall plowed hillsides should 
always be left rough. The more 
clods and holes, the better. A 
smooth, crumbly surface is not 
recommended in such cases. 

Deep plowed fields will absorb 
more water in a half hour than 
will shallow plowed fields. 

Of course if the land gets 
saturated, and the water begins 
to run, deep plowing means big- 
ger ruts than shallow plowing. 
3ut as a rule, deep plowing will 
reduce run-off and soil loss. 

If sloping land is to be plowed 
this fall, practices mentioned will 
reduce the chances of soil loss. 
But still it’s possible that enough 
soil will be lost to pay the labor 
bill for plowing in the spring.

They weren’t dependent 
on each other. Neighborliness didn’t 
die, but it did change. 

Now-days let a farmer get sick or 
have an accident. Good neighbors from 
all over the county gather with their 
power machinery and plant or harvest 
his crops. Women who used to cook to- 
gether for threshers now: take turns 
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transporting children back and forth to 
school. They get together to plan com- 
munity drives or to help work out com- 
munity problems. 

So when the judges selected Mrs. 
Blumeyer, they chose a woman who is 
interested in people all over the county. 

Here are some of the things that made 
Mrs. Blumeyer eligible for the 1954 
“Mrs. Good Neighbor” award for Sioux 
county. 

First of all, she is a good homemaker. 
That means she is a good housekeeper, 
a good cook and a wonderful wife and 
mother.

How right this mother is! 
When a visit to the doctor’s of- 
fice turns out like this, it’s a 
frustrating waste of mother’s and 
doctor’s time. Not to mention 
the expense! 

Let’s see what can be done to 
make your child’s annual check- 
up a pleasant, profitable exper- 
ience instead of an ordeal. 

Considering the checkup an 
investment you want to get the 
most out of, plan your time to 
avoid last-minute rush.

The cornpicker can 


be a killer 


ELP! I’m caught! What can 
I do! 

When you find yourself caught 
in a mechanical cornpicker, your 
first thought is to get out of the 
machine. If you don’t get out, 


it is going to grind you in 
further. 

Many farmers haye_ saved 
themselves from very serious 


injury after a finger was caught 
in the machine by jerking their 
hand out with superhuman force. 
In the husking rolls, one 
often finds the knuckle joints 
of the hand are so big they 
will not go in between the 
rollers. The hand cannot go 
in further. It also cannot be 
pulled out until someone 
shuts off the machine. 


The same thing is true with 
the snapping rolls. However, the 
clearance is greater and the hand 
may not stop until it is drawn 
in as far as the wrist, elbow, or 
sometimes even the _ shoulde! 
After the machine is shut off, 
the rollers have to be separated 
by loosening the tension nuts so 
that the part that is caught can 
be removed. 

By this time the wound is quite 
dirty, but it is still wise to cover 
it with a clean handkerchief or 
cloth. Bleeding can be controlled 
by pressure and keeping the arm 
elevated. It is seldom necessary 
to use a tourniquet. 

The injured person should go 
directly to the doctor or hospital 
for immediate attention. How- 
ever, be careful so another acci- 
dent does not happen on the 
highway. Speeding is not neces- 
sary unless there is severe, un- 
controllable bleeding. 

The doctor has quite a job in 


fixing up the injured hand an, 
arm. Amputation of one o1 
fingers is often necessary. 
casionally, amputation even hig 
er is necessary. 

Sometimes, by extreme care, 
patience, and careful observaticn, 
portions of a limb or finger can 
be saved that at first seemed to 
be hoplessly damaged. Once the 
injured extremity has healed 
plastic procedures may consicer- 

bly increase its usefulness. 

The most important factor in 
the whole problem of cornpicker 
accidents is prevention! 

Fingers do not become caught 
in husking or snapping rolls if 
they are not moving. The 
machine should always be shut 
off before an attempt is made to 
clean the rollers, chain drives, 
and other gears about the 
machine. Remember, you can get 


mec 


caught by the Snapping or 
ing rolls on their under side as 
vell as on the top side. 


Also remember to keep the 
safety shields in place, espe 


ver the power take-off. 
Ragged or frayed _ sleeves 
should be repaired so that they 


not get caught in machins 
Mittens which have an entra 
thumb should be worn with the 
extra thumb turned in so that it 
is not sticking out where it can 
get caught. 

There are several dis: 
vantages in trying to pick corm 
alone. The safety factor is one. 
Remember, if you get caught in 


the husking or snapping rolls, 
you will probably be unable to 
stop the machine until help 
arrives.

HEN YOU BUY A FERTILIZER you pay 
Wi: the nitrogen, phosphate and potash 
it contains. Feedscontain these compounds 
too. Manure recovered from feeds will con- 
tain 50% of the nitrogen and 70% of the 
phosphate and potash originally present 
in the feed. 

At present fertilizer prices of 8c to llc a 
pound, Minnesota 36% Linseed Meal has 
, manurial value of $10.51 per ton. If you 
buy the meal, feed it to the animals and 
put the manure back on the field, each ton 
of linseed meal or pellets used will replace 
$10.51 worth of commercial fertilizer. 

All feeds, livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts sold off the farm remove some fertility 
from the farm. The farmer who sells a ton 
of clover hay for $20 sells more than $7 
worth of fertility. If he sells one ton of fat 
cattle (2 steers) he sells only $8.33 worth 
of fertility. Thus, he has a net gain on the 
hay of $13, whereas, if his cattle are pretty 
good, he will have a net gain of more than 
$400. Thus the man who feeds livestock 
gets a great deal more for the fertility he 
does sell from the farm. 

Most farms have ample grain supplies 
but are short on high protein feeds. The 
best solution is to sell some of the grain and 
buy high protein feeds with the proceeds. 
One ton of corn has a manurial value of 
$2.64; one ton of Minnesota 36% Linseed 
Meal has a manurial value of $10.51. 
Therefore with each ton of corn sold and 
each ton of linseed meal bought, there is a 
net gain of fertility to the farm of ($10.51 — 
$2.64) $7.87. When linseed meal is $75 per 
ton the net cost per ton is only $67.13 
($75 — $7.87). This is only $13.53 more than 
the price of a ton of-corn ($1.50 per bu.).

He plowed 
under 400 pounds of 0-20-0 and 
100 pounds of 0-0-60 per acre 
for this year’s corn crop.

But Frankl doesn’t think it’ll 
be necessary to continue fertiliz- 
er application at that rate.

farmers like the idea of growing 
continuous corn. That’s their 
high profit crop. It hurts to pro- 
duce only 50 or 60 bushels of 
oats on. an acre of land that’s 
capable of producing 80 or 90 
bushels of corn.

Southern Iowa farmers, on 
the other hand, have to face 
the fact that dry weather 
limits corn yield in that part
